PRIVATE'S LIFE 


Soldier’s ‘Ceaseless Round of 
Camp Duty. 


PATHETIC SCENE WHEN 
THE MAIL ARRIVES. 


WHAT THE MISEOQOURI REGI.

If the Home Folks Could Appreciate 
the Blessed Sunshine of a Letter 
to Their Soldier Boys They 
Would Write Every Day. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICKAMAUGA, Ga., June 18.—The man 
in the ranks of the volunteer army at 
Chickamauga is rapidly becoming acquaint- 
ed with the aristocracy of shoulder-straps. 
Every day brings to him a keener con- 


sciousness of the deep and wide chasm 
that exists between him and the gentle- 
men with the straps and swords. There 
is an insurmountable barrier that will ever 
keep him aloof until by merit or favor he 
secures the prize that every private dreams 
of—a commission. It is this code of ethics 
in army life that Keeps a man in quarters 
from embracing his dearest friend in the 
ranks. The former is an officer, and the 
nearest approach he can come to famil- 
iarity with the enlisted man is through the 
First Sergeant. who registers all kicks and 
receives all orders. 

The enlisted man first learns in the army 
to pocket his pride. If this is impossibie to 
his nature he has no business in the army, 
for his will be made a veritable dog’s life. 
The earnest, sensible chap is the only one 
who can hope to make a regpord as a sol- 
dier in the ranks. 

The detail work is sometimes of a char- 
acter that all of us would spurn to do at 
home; the very suggestion of it would be 
an insult. But here orders are orders, and 
if you are detailed to act as the Captain’s, 
Adjutant’s or Colonel’s orderly, you must 
do the body servant act in all its phases, 
if so ordered—brush clothes, carry water, 
arrange his meals, wait on the table—any- 
thing, everything. The first murmur 
means a sharp reprimand and probably the 
guardhouse for 24 hours, 

You join in no conversation unless direct- 
ly addressed; then, attention, reply briefly 
and respectfully. If the officer chooses to 
find fault with the manner in which you 
perform your duties, you are supposed to 
say nothing; he is your superior and it is 
his right to criticise. 

In short, the private {s at the officers’ 
beck and call at all hours., They can make 
him a soldier or they can use him almost 
as their slave. He is an enlisted man and 
knows nothing. beyond obeying the eom- 
mands that are given him. 

The private’s day in the army is any- 
thing but one of idleness and ease, Ro 
many of the 4000 Missourians gathered on 
this historic field it is the hardest 12 hours’ 
work they ever had to perform, 

The day differs but little. One ts a fair 
sample of all. 


From beds made of blankets spread upon 
Straw the enlisted man jumps at the first 
sound of the reveille at 6:30 o’clock. A 
peep into the average tent just before the 
bugle’s blast is interesting to the civilian. 
The canvas covers a plot of ground 10x12 
feet. The blankets of from four to eight 
men completely cover the ground, and 
there, in various degrees of dishabille, are 
curled up the snoring soldiery. Into the 
far corner is piled the clothing of the in- 
mates. If one is so fortunate as to secure 
a box in his wanderings an improvised 
wardrobe ee 2 be arranged. The bare 
earth is the favorite receptacle of unused 
clothing, and it's only the “dude” who

According to a disgusted newspaper correspondent not only 
news of the strategic movements of the army and navy, but 
news of all kinds, is suppressed .by the censor.

Beginning 
as asafeguard against the danger of informing the enemy of 
atrategic plans and movements, it tends to degenerate into a 
bureau for the suppression of all manner of information which 
the authorities would prefer not to be made public. Not only 
information of value to the enemy, but information of value 
to the people, is suppressed. The conditions secured by such 
abuse of a press censorship are most favorable to the conceal- 
ment of dishonesty and incompetence. Jobbery flourishes in 
darkness. 

At present information concerning the movements of the 

army and navy are of little value to the enemy. There 's no 
Spanish fleet to fear and the Spanish army we have to deal 
with is shut up in Cuba. The censorship should be reduced 
toaminimum and confined solely to vital points. 
’ With an unfinished new City Hall that has become old in 
its building, we are asked to vote $20,000,000 for streets, the 
money to be expended under the spoils system. What ab- 
surdity! 
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CORPORATION POLITICS. 


The purchase of the General Electric Rallway franchise by 
the Chicago City Railway Co. for $950,000 is an example of cor- 
poration politics. 

The General Electric paid nothing to the city for this valu- 
able privilege. The Board of Aldermen gave it away, the cost 
to the company being measured by the bribes paid to corrupt 
Aldermen.

tion until 1900 to nominate a Presid ntial 
candidate. Marion Eutler refused to ree 
sign as chairman of the committee, 

he other faction, of which Milton Park 
of Dallas, Tex., is chairman, and which was 
chosen at the Nashville conference of the 
Middle-of-the-Roaders July 4 decided 
to bolt outright and call an independent 
convention on Sept. 4 at Cincinnati for the 
purpose of organ.zing the Populist party.

NEW POSTAL REGULATIONS. 


Almost Any Old Card With a Stamp 
Will Do for « Postal Card. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Postmaster- 
General Emory Smith has put in operation 
several changes in the postal regulationa. 


It has been stated that the postal card was 
to be discontinued, but the regulation fre 
garding the new mailing cards recently 
authorized by Congress shows this to be @ 
mistake. Hereafter, while the postal card 
will continue to be soid, it will be lawful 
to use cards with a one cent stamp affixed 
for the same purpose. These cards must be 
approximately of the same size, shape and 
color as the postal card. When these mall- 
ing cards arg sent to foreign countrics, 
the ordinary letter postage muat be affixed. 
Another change in the regulations prohibits 
the return or forwarding of eecond, third 
and fourth class matter until additional 
postage has been affix:d. When it is obd- 
vious however that valuables are contained 
in such packages the sender shall be noth 
fied if possible. On second class matter 
one cent for four ounces must be paid 
fore it will be returned or forwarded.

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BENOIST FAMILY PORTRAITS RE- 
TOUCHED BY THE CIR- 
CUIT COURT. 


MR. PALLEN’S COUSINS WIN. 


Pictures Over 300 Years Old Have Dis- 
severed One of the First Fam- 
ilies of St. Louis. 


A jury in Judge Klein's division of the 
Circuit Court, after deliberating more than 
twenty-four hours, has decided that Conde 
B. Pallien must give up the Benoist family 
portraits to his cousins, Corinne Bogy and 
Eugenia Benolst, or pay them $450. 

The suit has been on trial nearly all 
week and was bitterly contested. 

The differences over the Benolst family 
portraits began some time ago, when How- 
ard Benoist still had an active interest in 
the Holland Building on Seventh street. 
He has since disposed of his interest, so 
that the proposition he made over a year 
ago is not in force now. 

Mr. Howard Benoist offered the Benoist 
heirs and _ relatives $3000 for the seven 
Benoist family portraits and one statue, 
saying it was his intention to use them for 
the decoration of the interior of the Holland 
Building. 

To effect the sale it was necessary to get 
the consent of five people—Conde Benoist, 
Sanguinet Benoist, Miss Eugenia Benoist, 
Mrs. Bogy and Conde B. Pallen. Condeand 
Sanguinet Benoist are brothers, both well 
advanced in years. Miss Benoist and Mrs. 
Bogy are sisters, and daughters of San- 
guinet Benotst. Mr. Pallen is a nephew of 
the two old gentlemen, his mother, Mrs. 
Eliza B. Pallen, having been their sister. 

For years the portraits of their com- 
mon ancestors were left in the care of San- 
guinet Benoist and his daughters, until they 
were turned over to the care of Mrs. Eliza 
Pallen, who, when she died, left them in 
the custody of her son, Conde B. Pallen. 

When the Howard-Benoist sale was pro- 
posed Mr. Pallen consented, Mr. Sanguinet 
Benoist consented and so did the two 
daughters, but Uncle Conde Benolist would 
not hear of it. He did not relish the idea 
of the family portraits being stuck up in a 
public building and would not listen to the 
scheme. The ladies were anxious to make 
the sale, as they really needed the money, 
so they decided upon a bold move to force 
the consent of Uncle Conde. 

They went to the house of Conde Pallen 
and took the pictures away. What they in- 
tended to do after that was never fully 
developed, because of the trouble that fol- 
lowed. Mr. Pallen was indignant. He 
called on Miss Benojst and Mrs. Rogy and 
talked to them emphatically; they talked 
back to him and accounts of the scene 
vary. 

‘he day the ladies took the portraits they 
had been to Mr. Pallen’s house to dinner. 
Since then they have not been to dinner 
there. The father, Sanguinet Benoist, for 
some reason arrayed himself against his 
daughters on the side of Conde Pallen. Mr. 
Pallen resorted to law. He went to a Jus- 
tice of the Peace and sued out a replevin 
and had the constable take all the pictures 
and return them to him. He then put in a 
claim for services, amounting to $35 for 
the care of the pictures.

REV. MR. SHORT’S ENTERPRISE. 


Under Episcopalian Management, but 
Entirely Non-Sectarian and 


All Girls Welcome. 


St. Louls is awakening to the needs of 
its working girls. They will this sum- 
mer be given an opportunity to rest and 
enjoy two weeks in the country—a vacation 
entirely unheard of in this city. 

Rev. William Short of St. Peter’s Episco- 
pal Church is the father of the movement, 
which has taken definite shape in the Glen- 
coe Camp Association. Rev. Mr. Short its 
President of the association, Mr. Benjamin 


Gratz is treasurer and Miss Anna B. Skin- 
ker of St. Stephen’s Mission, Sixth and 
Rutger streets, is Secretary. Miss Skinker 
will have charge of the camp that is to 
be established near Glencoe Station, on the 
Missouri Pacific railroad. 

Rev. Mr. Short has been making an in- 
vestigation of the condition of workin 
girls. He was shocked at some phases 0 
the subject. He found many of them forced 
by the hardest necessity to work at small 
wages, and with no time or means to take 
summer vacations. He found that many 
of them remained in stores or factories 
from year’s end to year’s end. hat he 
learned suggested the summer camp for 
the girls, and he forthwith set to work to 
form an organization to put his plans into 
execution. Rev, Mr. Short, Mr. Gratz and 
Miss Skinker became the executive board 
of the association. 

‘Mr. Gratz donated the use of the ground, 
a beautiful spot on high bluffs overlooking 
the Meramec River at Glencoe, St. Louis 
County. Two tents will be pitched there. 
One is a dormitory tent, 50. feet long, in- 
tended to accommodate about # persons. 
The other is the dining and assembly tent. 
It ts proposed to give entertainments at 
the camp and this tent will be used for 
the purpose. 

About 150 young women Are to be given 
two weeks at the camp this summer, De- 
tween July 1 and Sept. 1. The camp is not 
a piece of old charity. It is the broader 
charity that helps hardworking girls to 
help themselves. In order that the charity 
idea shall be emtirely eliminated and that 
no girl shall be deterred by ide from en- 
joying the benefits offered, a nominal 
charge of $1.50 a week will be made. This 
seems to the managers of the enterprise to 
be well within the limited means of the 
working girls. It does not, however, cover 
the entire expense of *he camp and con- 
tributions will 
any of the officers. Girls wishing to to 
the camp must apply to some one of the 
officers and her application must be_in- 
dorsed by some reputable business man or 
clergyman. Applications will also be re- 
ceived by the clergymen at Christ Church 
Cathedral. Although the officers of the 
association are of the Episcopal faith it is 
in no sense sectarian, and the recommenda- 
tion of a clergyman of any other denomi- 
nation will be as potent as that of the 
clergymen of the Episcopal Church. The 
president of the Girl’s Friendly Society of 
Christ Chureh Cathedral will also recelve 
applications. 

While in camp the girls will be under 
the care of Miss Anna Skinker, the 
well-known mission worker. The work of 
the camp will be done by two hired women, 
anda reliable man will be employed as a 
guard. 

Every effort will be made to entertain 
the girls in the camp. There will be many 
visitors’ from the ‘city, and evening enter- 
tainments will be given frequently. Out- 
door games will be encouraged. bath- 
house will be erected on the river bank 
and a safe space roped off in the river, 
where the girls may paddle about to their 
hearts’ content. 

“We want, if possible, to make a bright 
spot in the year for the poor girls who 
have to work for existence,” said Rev. Mr. 
Short. “I have been much impressed by 
the condition of working girls, their long 
hours and small pay, and think some- 
thing ought to be done to give them a rest. 
We don’t want them to get the idea that 
this is a charity, in the sense that they are 
getting something for nothing. They shall 
pay for it, but what they pay will be small 
enough to put the vacation within reach 
of the poorest.”’
